Yesterday, in an exclusive inter- 
view with the Zrish Times, the 
President of the Association (Pro- 
fessor William Kearney) outlined the 
scheme, which, he said, ‘would ‘not 
cause undue hardship to the stock- 
owner, the general public or the 
financial resources of the  Govern- 
ment. Because the climination of 
bovine tuberculosis will take time— 
it took say och a to eradicate 
it from 90,000,000 cattle in the: 
United States—the cost will be 
spread over many years, and will 
ngt, therefore, over-burden the tax- 
paver. 

The ideal method of dealing with 
the disease, Professor: Kearney ex-. 
plained, was to eliminate gradually 
all infected cattle, with the voluntary 
aid of the owners, by means of what 
was known as an “area by area”’ 
plan. The healthy animals which 
were thus created in these areas | 
would then be used to supply the 
replacements in other. areas as the 
pla exten In America, where | 
admittedly “the.incidence of the 
disease was very much lower than 
it is in this country, this plan com- 
pletely eradicated jt from all. forty- 
eight States in twenty-five years, and 
now in Great Britain an “‘ area by 
area” plan is in operation on a 
smaller scale.

“On Monday night Lancasters, 
Halifaxes, and Stirlings, of Bomber 
Command, made a heavy and ccn- 
centrated attack on Berlin, said 
yesterday’s British Air communiqué. 
“The weather was clear, and reports 
indicate that results were good, 
| Objectives in Western Germany were 
also bombed, and mines were laid in 
enemy waters. . Fighter Command 
aircraft carried out intruder patrols 
over France.

A new device, which will reduce

It can be 
towed behind a motor vehicle or fire 
engine, and at the scene of the fire, 
instead of the firemen laboriously 
rolling out the hose, it is attached to 
the fire engine, and the trailer is 
towéd away from it at the rate of 
about 20 miles an hour, laying the
